CATTLE SHIPMENTS TO EU- 
ROPE. 


Few people are aware of the ex- 
tent of the cattle trade between this 
9 country and Europe, or of the fit- 
tings of a large steamer for the 
carrying of live stock across the 
tempestuous Atlantic. A new 
American steamer which has been 
built for this purpose may be taken 
as a specimen of the craft engaged 
in the trade. She is 3,000 tons 
gross register and has anextra-long 
poop deck and a top-gallant fore- 
castle, She is built of iron, with 
iron decks and double bottom for 
water ballast, has but two masts 
and is very high between decks. 
In addition to her live freight cap- 
acity, she takes 1,000 tons of general 
cargo, 70,000 bushels of corn in bulk 
and 700 passengers. In her capacious 
space between decks, and clear fore 
and aft, stalls for stock ure built, and 
each stall will contain from four to 
six head of cattle. The iron decks 
are covered with flooring, and to 
this cleets are nailed to prevent the 
animals from slipping when the 
sea is rough. The cattle all stand, 
when stowed, athwartships, and 
gungways are left between the pens 
for the passage of their tenders, 
there being one tender to thirty 
head of cattle. They are fed with 
hay and corn in the husk. The 
animal requires about fifteen 
pounds of fodder and eight gallons 
of water perday. The steamer has 
a condensing apparatus that will 
condense, if needed, 300 gallons of 
water a day. This vessel cost 
$225,000. She is an American 
model, and in rough weather 
her motions are easier than 
the prevailing style of British 
model. The loading of a steamer 
with cattle is a novel proceeding. 
Large barges built expressly for 
this purpose are used, and these are 
supplied with broad gangways, the 
ends of which can he lowered or 
raised like a drawbridge for the in- 
gress or egress of the animals. Over 
the large hatchway of the steamer 
a pen is suspended from the cargo 
derrick, into which the wild-ey ed 
bovines are driven, and when re- 
ceived, are lowered in a twinkling 
down the hatchway, and thence 
driven to their stall.

How the Pacific States will be 
Senefited by the Isthmus Canal. 

NEW YorK, March 21, 
Whether the Panama or Nicaragua 
canal first reaches completion the 
grain trade of the Pacific States will 
evidently be a great gainer, and will 
show instant and enormous increase. 
The States have already sent between 
1,000,000 and 2,000,000 tons of cereals 
to Europe. The annual export is 
somewhat varying with crops and the 
demand. It is carried around Cape 
Horn on sailing ships a distance of 
14,000 miles. This route will 
be halved by way of the Isthmus 
transit. In other words, the time 
will be shortened by half, wages 
and maintenance ofcrew by half, and 
risks by half. Even with the added 
canal tolls, the transportation of the 
grain must cost from a half to a third 
less than now. This must mean the 
saving of many millionsa year for the 
Pacific States. By the time either 
canal is finished, at the presem rate 
in the increase of grain exports, it will 
probably mean the saving of scores of 
millions. Yet this is only one item 
in the prospective uses of an inter- 
ocean canal, 

“Home, Sweet Home.” 
NEW York, March 2. 

The steamship Burgundy, from 
Marseilles, with the body of John 
Howard Payne on board, was signaled 
off Navesink Highlands at 10 o’clock 
this morning. 

Arrangements have been perfected 
for the recepuon of the remains of 
John Howard Payne. The body will 
lie in state in the Governor’s room of 
the City Hall to-day and to-morrow. 
The hall is heavily draped in mourn- 
ing. The body will be placed 
on a catafalque, so that visitors 
may readily view it as they pass 
through the room. Saturday the re-

Divorce proceedings 
are pending and Uhler was quite con- 
tent, she said, that they should dwell 
apart. She complained that the death 
of Haverstick left her totally friend- 
less. Her brother, she said, had never 
helped her through lifeand she did 
not look tor much protection from 
him now.

Tragedy at the Bay—Murder and 
Suicide by a Jealous Mexican. 

San FRANCISco, March 21. 

This evening a shooting affray oc- 
curred in a beer saloon on Dupont 
street, resulting in the death of Jose 
Cypriano Sanchez, a Mexican, and the 
probably fatal wounding of a young 
girl named Clara A. Rennix. The 
girl is aged 18 years, and her parents 
reside in Portland, Oregon. She 
had been employed for the past two 
months at the saloon in the capacity 
of waitress. From the statement 
made by_Miss Rennix, after the shoot- 
ing, it appears there had been very in- 
timate relations existing between her- 
seli and Sanchez for the past nine 
months. She stated that Sanchez was 
her husband, or was shortly to be. 
Sanchez, it appears, was very jeaious, 
and to that fact alone was the tragedy 
attributed. 

This evening Sanchez entered the 
saloon where the girl was employed, 
and said to her: “I want you to leave 
this place.“ She said: “All right; but 
give me time to get my cloak.“ She 
started to go to the back end of the sa- 
loon, when Sanchez drew a pistol and 
commenced shooting at her. She 
cried out: “Oh, don’t shoot!” The 
first shot took effect in the left hand, 
and the second struck her in the back, 
and, ranging forward, came out at the 
breast. Just as Sanchez fired,the 
third shot she fell to the floor, and the 
ball missed her. The barkeeper, who 
had witnessed the shooting, shouted 
to Sanchez, “Stop that firing!” But 
the latter paid no heed to the com- 
mand. Turping the smoking muzzle 
against his left breast, he fired the 
fourth shot. The ball passed directly 
through the heart, killing him in- 
stantly. The girl was removed to the 
Receiving Hospital, where she. now 
lies in a very critical condition. Her 
wounds are not necessarily fatal, but 
are regarded as very serious. Noth- 
ing is known of the antecedents of 
Sanchez. 

A Camp of American Miners At- 
tacked by Mexicans.
